closed by Arlngton board 


Arlington Heights village dump is now closed. At the 
request of Mayor Goedke, Monday night, the village board 
ordered that there be no further dumping on the site. 
“It was like jumping from the frying pan into the fire,” 
declared Mayor Goedke Tuesday morning after incensed 
house wives began asking what they were going to do with 
their rubbish. 
One garbage collector told 
his customers that he could 
no longer handle anything ex­ 
cept plain garbage. 
The village has no place to 
*dum p its broken concrete and 
other debris. The municipality 
has no place to burn the trim ­ 
mings from trees. 
The 
appropriation 
ordinance, 
recently passed contains provi­ 
sion 
for 
$15,000 
for 
purchase 
of land for a sanitary I ill and 
the placing of a fence. 
“The closing of the dum p was 
hastened by a letter from Aldei- 
man Wm. Luehnng, presented 
that evening. Mr. L/uehring op- 
* poses the ooening of any village 
dum p and 
favors 
a 
five-year 
franchise to some private indi­ 
vidual who will have the ex ­ 
clusive right to collect garbage 
and refuse. The letter appears 
in this w eek’s Fence Post. 
DISPOSITION 
of 
the dump 
has been a m ajor issue for some 
time. 
Both m ayoralty candidates 
at the April election promised the 
people that some other means 
would be found for disposition 
of rubbish. 
Prior to the election members 
of the village board had tenta­ 
tively given their approval to 
the possible purchase of 40 acres 
in Palatine township for 
that 
purpose. 
It is understood that a 
realtor m ade a down payment 
of $2,000 in behalf of the village. 
There has been some opposi­ 
tion on the part of persons who 
reside w ithin a half mile of the 
proposed site. 
The village of 
I Palatine has officially registered 
a protest to such a use for the 
property. 
IN THE MEANTIME the vil­ 
lage has secured from the Cook 
County Zoning Commission in­ 
form ation of possible 
methods 
th at could be utilized to perm it 
use of property for the needed 
purpose. 
Neighbors and the village of 
Arlington Heights are in agree­ 
m ent that the proposed site can 
% not be just a dumping ground 
* 
Periodical land fills appears to 
be the solution. 
Attorney Thai 
has filed an application with the 
zoning board for such a use. 
It is necessary that major ex­ 
penses of the village be includ 
ed in the annual appropriation 
ordinance and 
it was 
on the 
possibility that the land would 
be 
purchased 
and fenced this 
year that there was 
a 
$15,000 
item in the budget. 
% 
THE VILLAGE has three al- 
*‘ ternatives: 
1. Purchase 
a 
dumping 
site, 
financing maintenar.ee from 
existing general taxes. 
2. By vote of the tax payers 
establishing a garbage col­ 
lection tax sim ilar to Mount 
Prospect which pays a fee 
to the city of Des Plaines 
for its disposal. 
3. G rant a franchise to an out­ 
sider who will have exclus 
I 
ive right to collect garbage 
w ithin the town and who 
m ust find his own oumping 
ground. 
T h e 
individual 
would be required to pay 
for the service. 
Arlington Heights is becoming 
a big town and it is the thought 
of some that sooner or later the 
m unicipality should build an in 
cinerator, the location for which 
will become more and more dif­ 
ficult as tim e goes on.

It was al­ 
so pointed out that the property 
owners have more power over 
Taylor than the village. 
Ail the 
village can do is fine Taylor from 
J HO to $200. 
This would not help 
residents bring their road up to 
village specifications. 
The people themselves 
have 
only tw o a1 tar IMH ives: to tik e live 
case to the state's atorney*s of­ 
fice or label it a fraud case. 
In 
either of these instances Taylor 
would only be put in jail. How­ 
ever. bringing pressure against 
him might urge him to improve 
the road 
THESE RESIDENTS did ac­ 
complish something. 
The board 
directed that IO yards of stone 
>e used to fill up the holes in 
Forrest ave. and slow signs be 
installed. 
Lights will also be 
installed at a later date. 
This 
was all done as a safety meas­ 
ure.

Tell dates and requirements for kids 
entering kindergarten at Heights 


One hundred and four Arling­ 
ton Heights youngsters have al­ 
ready received physical and den­ 
tal exam inations and have been 
registered for Arlington Public 
school kindergartens, R. E. Cla- 
baugh, superintendent 
of 
ele­ 
m entary schools, announced this 
w’eek. 
The examinations, followed by 
a conference with 
the 
school 
nurse, are required before a child 
is registered for school. 
Parents 
can register their children at the 
superintendent’s 
office 
before 
school opens Septem ber 6. 
EXAMINATION blanks can be 
secured at the South school of­ 
fice by parents who were not 
contacted by the summ er round­ 
up committee 
of 
the 
Parent- 
Teacher 
association. 
Appoint­ 
m ents for a conference with the 
school nurse also may be made 
by calling the South school. 
Any child is eligible to enter 
kindergarten this fall w’ho will 
be five years old on or before 
December 2, 1949. 
First grade 
children must reach their six*.h 
birthday on or before the same 
date. 
Presentation of a child’s birth 
certificate is required at the first 
registration, if he h a s ’not prev- 


iously been enrolled in school 
elsewhere. 
IN ADDITION to lite physical 
and dental 
examination, 
the 
State of Illinois requires all chil­ 
dren to be examined at least ev­ 
ery fourth year. 
This has been 
interpreted by Arlington Heights 
Boards of Education to mean an 
exam ination before the child’s 
entrance 
to 
fifth 
and 
ninth 
grades. 
Blanks for these medical ex­ 
aminations were distributed in 
June. 
Parents who have mis­ 
placed these may secure blanks 
for fifth graders at the South 
school and ninth graders at Ar­ 
lington high school. 
Parents of elem entary children 
in grades other than kindergarten 
and fifth grade, who are new ­ 
comers 
to 
Arlington 
Heights 
schools, are asked to register the 
children at the South school of­ 
fice of the 
superintendent 
at 
their earliest convenience. 
For this registration, a trans­ 
fer card or report card or both 
from the previous school should 
be presented. 
A complete reg­ 
istration of new pupils before 
school opens is necessary to make 
available enough supplies 
and 
textbooks for all students at the 
beginning of the school year.

Until 1900 the only drainage 
in Arlington Heights were ditch­ 
es

Provision for sewage was first 
made after 1900, just prior to the 
installation of a w ater system. 
Small ditches or creeks were re­ 
placed with two-foot brick sew ­ 
ers. Their outlet was the site of 
the present dum p where an inter­ 
ceptor and filtering beds were 
constructed. 
The overflow em ­ 
ptied into a creek that found its 
way 
into 
the 
present 
W eller 
Creek. 
With the construction of the 
big sewer system in 1928 the or­ 
iginal plant was abandoned.

streets be a minimum of 66 feet 
wide in the final plat. 
The village dads voted to ap­ 
prove the plan with this same 
stipulation. 
It 
was 
indicated 
from the ensuing discussion that 
sidewalks would not be attach­ 
ed to the curb but set back. 
Ail 
seemed to agree that sidewalks 
attached to curbs look p.’ce, but 
these sidewalks were deemed a 
safety hazard, especially when 
children are playing so close to 
the street. 
In bad w eather peo­ 
ple are splashed by the passing 
cars and snow is pushed on clean 
sidewalks 
when the 
snowplow 
passes. 
THE PLAN 
was finally ap- 
prdved providing the final plat 
meets with the recommendations 
of the plan commission.

Husband slashed in battle for life; bullet 


near vertebrae threatens girl's life 


An entire Arlington Heights family figured in a bloody 
mass shooting and knifing carried out in true gangland 
fashion Wednesday morning. 
The shooting and knifing was preceded by an argument 
which centered about the return of a deposit placed on the 
sale of property near Thomas and Rand roads, owned by 
Albert Kniewel. 
A short time ago. Joseph 
Mangal, 4326 Congress st., 
Chicago, placed a $5,000 de­ 
posit on the property. 
Pa­ 
pers were signed and the 4ea>l 
supposedly closed. 
SOME TIME between the time 
the deposit was placed and W ed­ 
nesday morning, Mangal decided 
he w anted that $5,000 back. 
He 
visited the Kniewel home at 506 
N. Dryden place as the family 
were having breakfast and de­ 
manded return cf his money. 
Kniewel, 
50, 
informed 
M an­ 
gal that he had spent the mon­ 
ey, but offered to attem pt to re­ 
sell the house to some one else 
so Mangal m ight regain his $5,-

Mangal refused the offer 
and a heated argum ent follow­ 
ed, during which Mrs. Kniewel 
suggested a cup of coffee. 
The 
group, including Mr. and Mrs. 
Kniewel and their daughter, De­ 
lores, w’ent to 
the 
recreation 
room. a converted garage. 
SUDDENLY Mangal 
drew 
a 
gun and started shooting. 
His 
first victim 
was Delores who 
was hit twice. 
One bullet pass­ 
ed through her shoulder and was 
found by hospital nurses in her 
clothing. 
The other bullet pass­ 
through her jaw and is lodged in 
the back of her neck near the 
vertebra. 
Doctors say her con­ 
dition is serious. 
Mr. Kniewel, 
w’ho is partially crippled, ran out 
of the house, calling for help. 
His wife ran around the house 
with Mangal following, e gun in 
his hand. 
One bullet hit Mrs. 
Kniewel in the left shoulder. She 
ran to the home of a neighbor, 
Mrs. M. Cockrell, 905 E. Euclid, 
and called the police, rem aining 
there until the dblice picked her 
up and returned home w ith her. 
Kniewel tried to defend him ­ 
self with a steel chair in the ar­ 
eaw ay between the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Wm. Ulloch, 502 N. 
Dryden and the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wm. H. Skach. 
AFTER HITTING Kniewel ov­ 
er the head w ith his gun, now’ 
empty, Mangal drew’ a knife and 
slashed Kniewel across the ab­ 
domen, wounding him in several 
places. 
Mrs. Skach’s young daughter, 
Marilyn, watching from her bed­ 
room 
window, 
afterw ard 
gave 
her m other a vivid picture of the 
battle. 
In * the meantime, Mrs. 
Skach, who had heard shote as 
she was passing 
the 
Kniewel 
home, called the police. 
The Ulloch home was in the 
center of the outdoor fracas and 
Mrs. Ulloch, who had a full view 
of the battle, called police. 
BEFORE THEIR arrival M an­ 
gal ran to his car, a blue Buick, 
and drove away. 
Mr. Kniewel returned to his 
home to give aid to his daugn- 
ter, who was lying in a pool of 
blood in a corner of their rec­ 
reation room. 
There they were 
found by Chief Skoog, Officer 
Bauer and Officer Jahnkt. 
The first thought of A bington 
Heights police officers were for 
first aid for the injured persons. 
Mr. Kniewel and his daughter 
were taken to St. Francis hospi­ 
tal, Evanston, by Lauterburg and 
Oehler ambulance w’hile Chief 
Skoog took Mrs. Kniewel. 
On his 
return 
to 
A rlington 
Heights, with the name of the 
assailant secured from Mr. Knie­ 
wel. a w arrant charging Mangal 
with 
attem pted 
m urder 
was 
taken out before Judge Carl Be­ 
hrens. 
A radio broadcast to Chi­ 
cago with description of the as­ 
sailant, asked that he be taken 
into custody. 
STATE OFFICERS found the 
abandoned car used by Mangal 
at Ontarioville, 7 miles east of 
Elgin. 
In the car was a bloody 
knife. 
One license plate was 
tom off. 
It is presum ed that 
Mangal took a train for Chicago 
from that place. 
Mangal is a barber and resides 
at 4127 W. Congress st. 
Car reg­ 
istration gives his name as Man- 
galovitz. 
Mr. Kniewel and his daughter 
operate the Virginia Flower Shop 
at 6059 Addison st., for which 
they were ready to leave when 
Mangal arrived.

Tile 
process

cherry pie and assumes the pie 
maker of success. The pie sh**!! 
and upper cut out crust is baked 
first, later when cool, the cooked 
cherry filling is added, and last­ 
ly, topped off with the cut out 
pastry designs. With this method 
the 
cherries 
are 
never 
over­ 
cooked. but retain their shape 
and 
flavor 
in 
the 
pie 
w*hen 
served. Another important point, 
the bottom crust is never soggy, 
sticky, or undercooked. It’s al­ 
ways just right 
Mrs. Lowther discovered thi* 
recipe about two yc*ars ago in 
one of the popular magazines. 
It w as the end of the month, 
Quickly scanning the accumula­ 
tion of magazines for new re­ 
cipes. she came upon this dif­ 
ferent type of ch**rry pie recipe, 
clipped it. and along with it. 
the eye appealing picture. She’s 
an ardent collector of recipes 
and has a notebook jammed full 
which someday sh** savs she’s 
going to w*ork into a file. 
She serves it often not only 
to her family, but as refreshment 
for the club meetings that are 
held in her home. Mrs. Lowther 
is president of the newlv formed 
Plum Grove Garden club, and 
active in p neighborhood group 
called “Stitch and Chatter”.

Cherry Pinwheel Pie 
(Makes one 9” pie) 
Pastry 
2 cups sifted flour: I tsp. salt: 
¥j cup shortening; 4 tbsp, w ater. 
Sift flour with salt into bowl, 
add 1 • of shortening at a time, 
cutting in with pastry blender 
or two knives until all the pieces 
are size of small peas. Add wat*»r 
to flour mixture a little at a 
time, work lightly with a fork 
until all particles are moistened 
and in lumps. Press dampened 
particles together into a ball On 
a floured board, lightly roll out 
a circV* of dough 12” in diameter 
and ' n” thick. Line pie pan. Al­ 
low pastry* to extend 1 .” beyond 
edge. Turn edge under and flute 
with 
fingers. 
Prick sides and 
bottom 
of 
paltry 
generously. 
From remaining dough cut cres­ 
cents and a round circle for 
use on top of pie when it is 
later put together. Bake in hot 
oven 425 IO to 12 minutes. 
Cherry filling 
4 cups drained cherries: I cup 
cherry juice; % cup sugar; 3 
tbsp. cornstarch: I tbsp, blitter; 
I tbsp, lemon juice. 
Combine 
sugar, 
cornstarch, 
butter w’ith cherry juice. Cook 
until clear and thick (about 5 
min ). Pour over cherries. Add 
lemon 
juice* 
and 
blend 
well. 
Place in baked shell. Top with 
baked pastries in flower design 
From now on this column will 
be featuring recipes from Mi.

down into calendar quarters in 
which the worker was paid at

A reporter caught Wm. Sau- 
trman, 
80, of Roselle, in a 
reminiscing 
mood the 
other 
day. 
The interviewer asked: 
"What can you tell me about 
the early days in Roselle." Mr. 
Sauer man is full of old-time 
lore of 60 or more years ago. 
and we are passing on to our 
readers some of the "snapshots" 
that he gave us. 
No attempt 
has been made to make a con­ 
nected story. 


COLONEL ROSELLE HOUGH 
settled in Roselle in 1845. On the 
1,500 acres of land he owned in 
Bloomingdale township, he rais­ 
ed flax, 
His factory was called 
the Illinois Linen company and 
was located at the corner of Ir­ 
ving Park and Roselle roads. 
I*. 
is believed the factory contained 
$100,000 
worth 
of 
machinery 
from Scotland. 
The flax was 
pulled by hand, and it required 
seveial hundred workeis to har­ 
vest the crop 
Colonel Hough's residence was 
the building on 
Roselle 
road 
which now' contains four flats. 
Colonel Hough paid the Chi­ 
cago and Pacific railroad $10,000 
cash to build their line through 
Roselle. The railroad’s intention 
had been to build on Lake street 
through Bloomingdale to Galena, 
111. 
Colonel Hough also was one of 
the builders of the Union stock 
yards and builder of the first 
grain elevator exchange on the 
river front in Chicago.

Saur- 
erman was treasurer for

years during this period. 
Ro­ 
selle finally had enough inhab­ 
itants to become incorporated as 
a village, and 
Sauerman 
was 
again treasurer for tw’o years. 
John Bagge, William 
Sauer­ 
man and Henry Gephart laid the 
first sidewalk. 
Starting work at 
4 a. rn., they went from Irving 
Park road to the present Dr. 
Vclberdjpi re sid e n c e .

One day Sauerman met a Mr. 
Chapell in Elgin, and they dis­ 
cussed the necessity of having 
a milk bottling plant at Roselle. 
Chapell was with the firm of 
Keet Chapell Dairy company of 
Chicago. 
Sauerman collected $325 from 
businessmen for the light and al­ 
so contracted with the dairy for 
milk for the plant

stands there now’. 
The factory 
together w ith the machinery cost 
$65,000.

Sauerman also was a stock­ 
holder in the Rudolph Manufac­ 
turing 
company 
w’hich 
made

soles on shoes. 
The factory is 
now the farmers* elevator build­ 
ing. 
It was originally built on 
the Nelson property and was la- 
tei moved to its second location. 
Rudolph died before his experi­ 
mental machine could be perfect­ 
ed 
Sauertnan remembers a train 
w’eck about 50 years ago when 
25 cars jumped the tracks.

car containing 70,000 
lbs. 
of 
com smashed through the w ed 
end of the general store. 
The 
bridge crew from Savannah had 
to put the building back on its 
foundation.

He also remembers the cover­ 
ed w’agon coming through Bloom­ 
ingdale on Lake street

came from Vermont, New Hamp­

WHY SPEND $50,000? 
The proposed purchase of a 
40-acre tract of land for an Arl­ 
ington Heights village dump site 
will cost the taxpayers of the 
village between $20,000 and $30,- 
000; and in addition to this, the* 
salaries of a care-taker and ma­ 
chine operators will have to be 
paid by the village. The cost of 
the land as proposed will be 
$12,000; a roadway will also have 
to be built and a fence will have 
to be constructed around th? 
site. A bulldozer 
costs 
about 
$6,000 and a trenching machine 
will 
cost 
between $5,000 and 
$9,000. 
Arlington 
Heights 
taxpayers 
are burdened with taxes that 
have just about reached the limit, 
and another increase surely will 
come next year due to the tw’o 
school 
bond 
issues 
recently 
passed. Why should we go to 
this great expense at the pre­ 
sent time when we make semi­ 
annual pick-up of tin cans, with 
no municipal garbage pickup ser­ 
vice? 
Mr. Laseke and Mr. Hilde- 
brandt have offered to continue 
their private garbage and tin-can 
pick ups from private homes to 
those who wish the service, and 
to provide the dumping site nec­ 
essary for such service, providing 
the village will grant a 5-year 
franchise to them (and the vil­ 
lage could control the amount 
of the fee charged) with pro­ 
visions that they would make 
semi-annual pick-up of tm cans, 
etc., the same as the village has 
been at a fee not to exceed 
$300.00 each time, using their 
own grounds for the dumping 
site. 
Issuing a 5-year franchise would 
allow’ a “breathing spell’’ to de­ 
fer this expenditure which may 
be more than $50,000. And in 
th? meantime some federal grants 
may be allowed for constructing 
an incinerator plant with modern 
equipment similar to other pro­ 
gressive cities. Rushing into the 
proposed purchase of land to bo­ 
used as a “sanitary land fill” 
which would be of little usage 
to the village may be regretted 
later. 
At the present time the Fed­ 
eral. State and Municipal gov­ 
ernments taxes total about one- 
third of the national income. His­ 
tory records that in the past the 
governments have fallen when 
taxes reach beyond 30 per cent 
of the national incomes. It is 
time we call a halt to any un­ 
necessary 
spending 
especially 
with the increased trend of un* 
employment. I favor issuance of 
a franchise as proposed by Mr. 
Hildebrandt and Mr. Laseke.

Because so few high schools 
have satisfactory remedial read­ 
ing programs, or none 
at 
all, 
there are almost as many second­ 
ary school 
seniors 
with 
poor 
reading ability as there are fresh­ 
men with the sam/? problem. 
This situation, rooted in emo­ 
tional maladjustments of an al­ 
armingly high number of the na­ 
tion's high school pupils, was re­ 
vealed in a Northwestern Uni­ 
versity survey reported by Paul 
A. Witty, professor of education. 
"Our 
survey 
of 
500 
high 
schools shows that only one-third 
of these schools provide remedial 
service of any kind for pupils 
with 
poor 
reading 
ability.” 
Prof 
Witty said. 
"Th * proced­ 
ures and materials of instruction 
used rn classes offering help are 
conspicuously inadequate. More­ 
over. the period of instruction is 
too .short (a single semester 
in 
most schools) to make lasting and 
worthwhile changes in most pu­ 
pils. 
“It is idle to stress literary ap­ 
preciation or an understanding of 
great books among high school 
students who jure unprepared to 
read even the simplest passages 
with ease and comprehension,” 
he declared. 
“The teachers 
are 
generally 
poorly prepared to diagnose pu­ 
pils’ needs and to provide 
the 
necessary individual and group 
ht lp." he continued. 
"Of the 
126 teachers offering remedial 
work, only 28 were full-time spe­ 
cialists in remedial reading. The 
remainder were regular teachers 
who volunteered or were drafted 
for the work. 
Most of the latter 
fwd little special preparation. As 
one superintendent declared: ‘We 
have no specially trained teach­ 
ers for such courses, and have 
had to depend upon volunteers*.**

Let's not cook 
eggs in henhouse 
before selling them 


It mav be hot enough to fry 
an egg on the sidewalk, but 
let’s not cook any eggs in th** 
henhouse. That happens when 
we 
gather eggs only 
once 
a 
day during hot w eather. 
Actually the eggs aren’t cooked 
by leaving th«*m in the henhouse, 
but their quality 
is definitely 
lowered. 
Here 
are some sug­ 
gestions from Sam Ridlen, Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture poul­ 
try man, to keep eggs fresh. 
G ather eggs at least three or 
four times a day, and use a 
wire basket or some other open 
container. Then take th* rn to a 
cool place, such as the cellar, 
where there is some moisture. 
L» t them cool thoroughly before 
packing them info the case. And 
m arket them two or three times 
a 
week. Follow this program, 
and you won’t bt* cooking your 
eggs before you sell them. 


Improvement on 


tenant farms can 


be equitable 


One troublesome landlord-ten- 
ant farm problem 
often 
arises 
when improvements are 
asked 
by the tenant which cannot he 
justified by the landlord. 
In a case like this. says Deane 
G. Carter, Illinois College of Ag­ 
riculture farm buildings special­ 
ist, one of three things can be 
done. 
First, the tenant could make 
a w ritten 
agreem ent 
to 
erect 
buildings or make improvements 
and then remove them when he 
leaves. 
Or, they m ight agree for the 
landlord to furnish the improve­ 
ments and charge extra r* nt ov­ 
er a stated period of time to 
cover the cost. 
ANOTHER possibility. C arter 
says, is for the tenant to fur­ 
nish all or part of the improve­ 
ment. 
If he should then leave, 
the landlord would pay th*- ten­ 
ant for the unused valu. of the 
improvement. 
T hi< problem often arim s on 
crop-share or cash-lease farms. 
Usually the improvement is a 
new milkhouse. dairy stall>, large 
poultry house, feed and grain 
bins. 
In the home it might be 
a bathroom, plumbing system or 
perm anent floor coverings. 
C arter suggests writing off the 
valu‘* of minor improvements at 
20 to 33 percent each yc*ar, or at 
the highest rate allowed for in­ 
come 
tax purposes. 
On mote 
perm anent and more expensive 
things like a milkhouse or bath­ 
room, the total cost should be 
w ritten off over five to 15 year*

appear are typical hot-weather 
eczema, moist eczema or w h a t-1 
«ver one cares to call it. It oc- J 
curs more frequently on long- 
coated dogs. It is not mange and j 
has no connection with worms, j 
but comes from a fungus which j 
is usually picked up in the grass. 
The most important thing to 
remember is that you should not 
bathe a dog having a bad skin 
condition as this tends to keep 
the condition active. 
If you have to clean the dog 
mop hun down with a soft wet 
cloth, brush lightly using little 
or no soap. The soap should be a 
soft non-chemical type otherwise 
it will 
intensify the condition. 
To treat apply plenty of talcum 
pow’der. surgical dressing powder 
or kaolin daily working
